ment the 43 other -tates in the Union 
having 
departments are preparing 
now lor Federal co-operation. 
The 
Bankhead bill in 
Congress 
provides for $75,000,000, to be dis­ 
tributed during 
the next five years 
among the states on a basis of area, 
population, and 
rural delivery 
and 
star routes. 
Indiana would receive 
$2,109,000, but 
in 
order to accept 
this money she first must create a 
State highway department. 
A bulletin from 
the 
good roads 
association says: 
Judging from the results obtained 
in other 
states, 
Indiana’s greatest 
disadvantage and economic 
lo>s is 
the plan whereby the townships are 
the units in building roads and the 
county is 
the unit of maintenance. 
Our cost of material, construction, 
and maintenance is not handled in 
such a manner that one county can 
benefit from the work of the other 
counties. 
Even if the accounts were 
kept in such 
manner, 
there is no 
head or State department to gather 
this information, assimilate, ami dis­ 
seminate it. 
Furthermore, 
everybody 
knows 
that road officials are selected ac­ 
cording to politics and not engineer­ 
ing and road building ability, and a f­ 
ter the county supervisor or county papers. 


commissioners are elected, their as- 
-i-tants are named according to poli­ 
tico and family connection-- rather 
iLaii according to efficiency or work­ 
manship. 
So bad is our lack of system and 
"C influential are our politicians and 
certain other forces that in Howard 
county, during the month of April, 
National Government engineers were
